Eight ‘hundred. issues’ .ago,. Stan -Lee 
and Steve Ditko created THE AMAZING 
SPIDER-MAN: and made the .world a 
tremendously better place.’ (Well, ‘800.5, 
since you have .to include AMAZING 
FANTASY #15.) He’s the best: super 
hero. ever ‘created. Nay, he’s the. best 
character. of any kind, PERIOD. And 
while ‘his costume is incredible and his 
powers are really fun, it’s Peter Parker 
himself that makes Spider-Man what he 
is. He’s selfless, selfish, funny, morose, 
self-important and self-deprecating. He’s 
flawed, like you and me; but over«and 
over again he ultimately chooses.to.do 
the right thing and help: people. even if 
it causes him all kinds of problems and 
pain. Who doesn’t. want to read about 
someone like that? Who doesn’t want to 
BE someone like that? 


Every issue we put out-is:supposed to be 
monumental, but I've never worked on a 
more monumental issue than the one in 
your hands. fl edited UNCANNY X-MEN 
#500, which felt huge at the time, but this 
is forty-three pages longer and 300 issues 
older! It also feels different because this 
is the culmination of almost a decade of 
issues that Dan’Slott wrote. Well, sort of, 
but more on that later. Over the last.152 
issues, Dan..has worked with the, best 
artists in.comics to build an epic run that 
deserved an epic conclusion, and | hope 
you find itas:successful as | do. 


Luckily, we were able to get many of Dan’s 
collaborators to-come back and help. us 
put this mammoth story together. It’s Nick 
Bradshaw’s first AMAZING SPIDER-MAN 
issue, but his art was more than-up for the 
task and I'm so glad he could join us. 


Humberto Ramos kicked off this. most 
recentera of Spidey with Dan on AMAZING 
SPIDER-MAN: #648 and drew more of it 
than any other artist. Humberto is one of 
the greatest:artists to ever draw Spider- 
Man, but more importantly he’s one.of the 
nicest, kindest and most thoughtful people 
in the world. We are’so lucky that he and 
his favorite collaborators Victor Olazaba 
and Edgar Delgado could join us for some 
of the craziest scenes of the book. 


Giuseppe Camuncoli challenges Humberto 
for the Nicest Human Award and is second 
only. to. Humberto. for most«.issues ‘of 
this epic run of AMAZING SPIDER-MAN. 
Giuseppe drew my favorite..moment= of 
this entire run (in the finale of SUPERIOR 
SPIDER-MAN) and was kind enough. to join 
Cam Smith and Java Tartaglia for their part 
of this issue. 


Marcos. Martin. drew another handful 
of the best moments of this ASM. run 
before running .off to redefine. digital 
comics and possibly change our. whole 
industry through his Panel Syndicate. 
When Dan wrote that funeral scene and 
we were mapping this out, Marcos (along 
with Muntsa Vicente) seemed like the 
inevitable choice to draw. it (Marcos does 


the-best funerals). He’s also a lovely'man 
who loves Little Debbie Brownies! 


Stuart Immonen, who drew: the rest of 
“Go Down Swinging” and. the «climax of 
this isSue,-has ‘been our. main artist.on 
ASM for the last year. and change and 
has made ‘his’ own indelible: mark on the 
title as he’s, pretty much-the best living 
comic book artist. | hope the other artists 
I've. mentioned here don't take offense 
to that as | think they might agree! You’d 
be hard pressed to imagine anyone else 
drawing this. better than Stuart -with: his 
collaborators: Wade von Grawbadger-and 
Marte Gracia. 


This issue is also the final issue of the 
legendary. Alex: Ross's two-year run: on 
AMAZING. SPIDER-MAN: >He’s “been a 
huge part of building to’ this apex. and 
his:covers are some of the best that have 
ever appeared on ASM, and that’s saying 
something: Alex's. talent is immeasurable 
and -we.all feel lucky to: have worked with 
him here: 


The goal on this issue was to make a story 
fitting of the centennial that could stand 
alongside Stan and Steve’s. ASM #31-33, 
Stan and John Sr.’s ASM #50,.Gerry and 
Gil’s ASM #121-122, J.M. and Mike’s ASM

and Todd’s ASM #300, JMS & JRJR’s ASM 
(Vol..-2) 433-34, Zeb, Chris and Emma’s 
ASM. #630-631 and Dan and Humberto’s 
ASM #700: I'm. sure [ve left off. some of 
your favorites, but those are the stories 
that .were looming: for me as..Dan was 
building this story. | hope we’ve lived up 
to the challenge.
